( 2 ) the posts required to be Alled by promotion may be nlled by direct 

recruitment If no suitable candidate is available for appointment 

thereto by promotion , 
4 , Disqualification . When any post specified in column 2 of the said Schedule 
is to be filled by direct recruitment, no male candidate who has more than one 
wile living and no female candidate marrying a person having already a wife 
llving shall be eligible for appointment to that post : 

Provided that the Government of India may after being satisfied that there 
are special grounds for doing so exempt any such candidate from the operation 
of this rule . 


5 . Trial or Probation . All persons appointed whether bv direct recruitment or 
by promotion to the posts specified in column 2 of the said Schedule shall be on 
probation or trial for a period of two years according as the appointment is 
in a permanent or temporary vacancy . The period of probation or trial, as the 
case may be, may be curtailed or extended at the discretion of the appointing 
authority .
